The trade dollars so 
redeemed are to be regarded as purchases 
of bullion within the meaning of the corn- 
pwlsory piovlslon of the Silver Coinage act 
ol February, 1B78, and are to bo recoined. 
Another bill, offered by Mr. Skinner, re- 
peals the compulsory' provision of the Sil- 
ver Coinage act; gives the Secretary of .the 
Treasury power to have such amount or sil- 
ver coined from lime to time as ho may 
deem necessary,and reduces the bullion fund 
for the purchase of silver bullion from 85, 
000,000 to 81,000,000.
